In your weekly issue of April 12th appeared 
an articie, qpopied from the Pittsburgh Com- 
mercial, headed “‘Cattie Kimgs.’”’

He gives the stock of Richard King, Rancho 
Santa Gertrudes, at 65,000 head, Three years 
ago Richard King paid taxes on 200,000 head, 
Kecoliect this is not the number of his stock 
at this date, but three ye ri, He givea 
another uame, Mr. Robideaux; I suppose that 
he meant Kennedy, who owns the Ranch 
Nansect. Instead of 30, head, as the wri- 
ter mentions, it contains over 200,000 head of 
cattle. ihen, again, Mr, O'Connor, on the 
San Aptenio river, pays taxes on 200,000 
bead of cattle inetead of 40,000, Another of 
our cattle kings, Jim Lowe, rtaried nine years 
ago with bead of stock cattic; at the 
present time be owns 150,000 head. I have 
only given you the names of a few stock- 
rai-ers, There are huudreds of smaller ones 
ownivg from 1,000 head up to 20,000. The 
article referred to gives the number of “cattle 
driven out of Texas at 100,000 for the year 1870. 
Competent men estimate the number driven 
and shipped out of this Western country at 
30,000 head, including beeves and stock cat- 
tle.

+the Government has lately determined to 
send the freed slaves to Zanzvbar itself, 
and togive them on laodinga printed 
certificate of freedom, with a right of ap- 
peal to the British consul. 

Dr. Epwarp STEELE writes to the 
Mission Life in strong terms, observing 
that “it would be better toabandon all 
attempts to stop the slave trade altogether 
than toenact such a mockery 4s this.” 
The obyious workings of the plan anda 
frightful statement of the sufferings of the 
slaves is given in his letter, a portipr of 
which we quote: “A large slave dAow has 
been taken, and the slaves are. being 
brought on shore; there will be two hun- 
dred or three hundred poor, naked crea- 
tures, with never more than a very little 
piece of very dirty rag round their mid- 
dles; at least halt of them have some 
kind of eruptionon their skin; all are 
very much emaciated, a few dozen scarce- 
ly able to walk; some suffering from dys- 
entery, and oneor twofrom smallpox. 
What is to become of them all? The 
English consul hag no money; but he has 
plenty of certfficates of freedom.” 

This is a worse farce than giving a tract 
toa starving Christian, for there might 
be & chance that he could 
read it, but to turm the slave adrift with a 
paper that he can neither read nor under- 
stand, is a shameful piece of mockery on 
the part of an imbecile board, who expect 
to relieve themselves from responsibility 


cally the alternative for the slave is to lie 
down and die and trouble a paternal gov- 
ernment no further, or to go to the slave 
market and embrace the fate from which 
be has nominally been rescued.
